Dear General Walters: 

Here at the Intelligence Center and School we are training career Military 
Intelligence officers in the management of all disciplines of intelligence. 
You have the opportunity to enhance our efforts by encouraging general 
officers and senior civilians to visit and address our faculty and students. 

Approximately 180 students are enrolled in the Military Intelligence Officer 
Advanced Course at any given time. These officers attend a seven month 
course of instruction to prepare them for intelligence assignments through- 
out the world. 

Training for our career officers is primarily tactical because much of the 
Army's intelligence mission is oriented at Corps level and below. However, 
exposure to strategic intelligence is extremely important to our students 
because of the significant role that it must play if we are going to win the 
first battle of the next war. The students' and faculty's knowledge in the 
strategic disciplines would be broadened by a visit from a key figure in 
your agency. 

Accordingly, with your concurrence, I would like to invite Miss Eloise Page 
to talk to our advanced course students on 14 May 1976. On that day she 
would address two classes in session and deliver the graduation address to 
a third. However, if her schedule does not permit a visit on that day, any 
time between 31 March and 14 May 1976 would insure that she would speak 
before all three classes.
